The steamer Cleveland, missing for 
seven days past enroute from San 
Francisco for Puget Sound, lies a b.ope- 
lesB wreck in Barclay Sound, twelve 
inilea north of Cape Beale and near to 
AnderBon'a Camp. Her captain, Charles 
F. Hall; chief engineer, C. Husar; pur- 
ser, .1. W. Whitbeck; fireman, James 
Fern; seamen Alexander Leach, Joseph 
Costa and Jena Hanaen. and one passen- 
ger, Jamea Lathbury, reached ehore 
aafely. 

The others who left San Francisco on 
the ill-fated abip— two paaaengers and 

the balance of the crew, twenty in 
number— have not as yet been 
heard from, although five days have 
elapsed siiico the wreck, and are sup- 
posed to have been loat. 

These facta have been communicated 
to Captain Jamea (iaudin, reaident agent 
of the department of marine, and by his 
orders the government ateamer Quadra 
has received instructions to proceed at 
once to the scene of the disaster with a 
rescue corps, there to make diligent 
search for any trace of the missing pas- 
sengers and crew. She left at mid- 
night. 

Purser Whitbeck who bringa this 
word terminating all uncertainty of the 
Cleveland's fate, reached here by the 
noon train from Nanaimo yesterday, 
after an experience such as few men en- 
dure and live. He has twice been forced 
to swim for life in the surf ; walked and 
ridden many iiiilea througn the silert 
forests ; and neither eaten nor slept for 
upwards of forty-eight houra. Yet he 
tells the story eimply, and without refer- 
ence in the narrative to his personal 
heroism. Here ia hia account of the 
wreck and the events in connection 
therewith, belli subBeipient a'ld anto- 
cedent: 



PURSER WHITBECK'S STORY. 

A Broken Shaft the Primary Cause of 
Disaster— Distress Signals Un- 
heeded, 

'• It was at 10:30 o'clock on Monday 
night, the 6th inatant," he aays, " when 
the Cleveland'a abaft broke, the abip be- 
ing at that time off the Columbia river 
and fighting a gale from the aoutbeaat, 
which had the day before carried away 
her foresail. The eaiiio uali? as soon aa 
the iiiiehap to tlit^ Hliiift occurred, took 
the ship sixty iiiilcB dII shore and to the 
northward, where the following morn- 
ing at eight wo sighted ami spoke the 
scbooncr Marion, bound from S iiith 
liend for San Francisco, wlioae iiiaHler 
proniieiHl to keep inshore ami report us 
to the lirat ateamer fallen in with. 

" There was no possible way of making 
temporary repairs to the shaft aa it had 
snapped in the sleeve, close up to the 
propellor,and where it was impossible to 
get at it. Under theae circumstances 
the beat we could do was to keep all the 
sail we had on her— just barely enough 
to give her steering way. 

"Tiiewind continued to blow a gale, 
and then changed Hiiildenly — the ship 
drifting toward Cape Flattery, which 
light was sighted ou Wednesday morn- 
ing at 2 o'clock. Rocketa and diatreaa 



signals were kept going for aix full 
hours, or until 8 o'clock, but no reply 
whatever was received. 

" The ship continued drifting to the 
north and weatward, and when abreaat 
of Cape Beale, the diatreaa aignala were 
again diaplayed until the Cleveland waa 
out of sight of the light. No 
rceponae to the signals waa obtained 
here either, although the weatlier waa 
clear and it is practically certain 
that they could not iiave escaped atten- 
tion. 

"By this time the ship was rapidly 
nearing the breakers of Starlight reef. 
The case began to look desperate, and 
the boats having been thoroughly pro- 
visioned and eiiuippod, were lowered and 
manned — First (Jdicer S. B. Durfee, 
Second Ofhcer Henderson and Third 
Ofhcer H. Melvin each in charge of one. 
These were dropped astern, the loiirt.h 
boat being kept alongside, awaiting 
Captain Hall, who remained on the 
bridge until the ship waa within cue 
hundred and fifty yards of tlie reef, 
when he decided that tliere was no hope 
of saving,bi8 vessel and took to the boat, 
having p'reviously given orders to the 
other boats to cast off their lines, keep 
close together, and follow him. 

" All then stood by until the ship 
drifted among the breakers and out of 
sight. They theu pulled to the east- 
ward, only to encounter a atrong current 
setting in to the northwest, which took 
them to the westward of .Shelter island. 
The captain's boat waited for the others 
to come up, and then signalled for tlietn 
to follow through Alpha Passage. The 
skipjier and his companiona sncceeiiwl 
in making the somewhat hazirdous 
passage — utilizing three cans of oil to 
keep the seas from breaking in the boat 
astern, and no doubt saving it from de- 
struction — and in landing safely, but 
none of the other boats bave, since the 
signala were exchanged, been seen or 
heard of. 

"Two daya later a couple of biscnit 
boxea that had formed part of the pro- 
vision store of the other boats, came 

ashore, but what this indicates i« a 
matter of siiocnlation. It may be — 
althougb. it \z unlikely — that they were > 
cast overboard lo lighten the boats. ' 
Perhaps they were lost in a 
landint: — but unhappily it seems 
all too likely that they have 
floated and tlie boats gone down, taking 
with them into the depths the great ma- 
jority of those who sailed from Sao 
Franciaco on the Cleveland bo very re- 
cently. 

"There is, too, a poasibility, although 
far from a probability, that the three 
boats have run before the v/ind and 
made a aucceasful landing aomewliere 
above on the inhospitable and uninhab- 
ited shore of Vancouver Island."

Drill. IN, Dec. 15.— Mr. John Dillon, 
chairman of tho Irish Xationaliet party, 
adpreesing the meeting of the National 
Federation here to-day, said he agreed 
with Mr. John liedmond, the Parnellite 
leader, that all sections of the National- 
ist party arrive at an understanding 
upon the leading Irish qnestiona hefore 
the re-nsBembling of parliament, and 
siit.'t;eBted a conference with the Irish 
members on the subject. 

Referring to the fact that the platform 
adopted on Decoaibor 7 at the annual 
meeting of the National Liberal Federa- 
tion at Derby contained no mention of 
home rule, Mr. Dillon said: "If tho 
programme is authorized no alliance be- 
tween the Irish and the l^iburala is 
possible, and no Irish votes will hence- 
forth be given to Liberal candidates un- 
less they are pledged to home rule." 

COMING" TO TERMS. 

Employers Showing lUore Conciliatory 
Spirit Towards the Striking 
Engineers. 

London, Dec. IR.— The conference 
between th^ amalgamated society of 
engineers and the employerB' federation 
was resumed yesterday. It was expected 
that the result of the ballot taken to 
decide whether the masters' proposals 
should be accepted, would lead to a 
rupture of the negotiations for the settle- 
ment of the strike, the men having 
voted overwhelmingly against accepting 
the terms of the employers. This, ."low- 
ever, was not the case, and at tho meet- 
ing tlie employers adopted an attitude 
that was more conciliatory than that, 
assumed by them prior to the taking of 
the ballot. They submitted a further 
explanation of their position, and both 
sides displayed throughout the meeting 
a reasonable spirit. The discussion re- 
sulted in a sabBtantial advance towards 
a pettlement of the dispute. 

The aspect of the dispute is even more 
hopeful to-day. It ia understood that 
the combined committee of masters and 
mou has arrived at an agreement as to 
the three leading points in diapute — 
freedom of employment, piece work and 
overtime. When the remainder of ihe 
points liave been settled the comnns- 
sion will report to tho conference for 
approval. 



GENERAL GARDINER NO MORE. 

In His Youth He Served VS^ith Imperial 
Troops in Canada. 

London, Dec. 15.— General Sir Henry 
Lynedooh Gardiner ia dead. Since the 
early part of last year he has been com 
mander of the Horee Artillery. He 
was Ijorn in 1820, and was a eon of Gen 
eral Sir Robert Gardiner; he was edn 
cated in the Royal Military Academy, 
Woolwich, and entered the Royal Arti 
lery in 1837, serving at Prescott, Can- 
ada, in that year, and in the Indian re 
bellion in the year following, lie was 
raised to the rank cf major during tho 
Indian mutiny, and held that of assist 
ant-adjutant-general from 1862 to 1867 
In 1881 he was on the royal commission 
on the defence of Canada.

Simla, Dec. 15.— General Sir William 
Lockhart, the British commander-in- 
chief, has decided to send a column of 
troopa to re-open the Khyber pass, 
marching up from Jamrud. Then from 
AH Misjid the column will deacend into 
the Boaser valley and punish the tribes- 
men in that di.'^trict. 



HAYTI EASILY SCARED. 

The Inhabitants Fled to the Bllis at Sight 
of the German School Ships. 

New Yobe, Hee. 15.— TJxe Dutch line 
steamer Oranje Niaaau, Capt. Niboor, 

arrived this morning from Port nu 
Prince, Hayti, from which port she sail- 
ed on December 9. At the time of sail- 
ing the German school ehipa Charlotte 
and .Stein were in port ; also the Ameri- 
can cruiser Marblehead and one French 
war vessel. The German war vessels 
anchored in the harbor on the 8th. One 
of the oflicers of the Oranje says : 

" When it became generally known 
that the German ahips would begin to 
Are on the city at the end of four hours 
unless some guarantee of satisfaction 
were made, a aemi-ofhcial statement was 
scattered broadcast that President Sam 
had announced his intention of fighting 
the matter out. Fearing bloodshed bun 
dredsof families began to abandon their 
homes and lied to the mountains, taking 
with them their valuables and as inucn 
of their personal ellects as could bo con- 
veniently carried. The urog houses were 
closed to the public and to this fact is 
attributed the preservation of order." 

"Many who were unable to .fly to the 
mountains embarked on small boats and 
left the harbor to get out of the reach of 
the German guns. Everybody seemed 
thorouehly frightened. The Charlotte's 
decks were cleared for action and her 
guns were trained on the centre of Port 
iiu Prince. Tho four hours had expired 
almost when tho citizens wore surprised 
to see a white flag hoiattd on the presi- 
dent's palace, and presently an odicer 
left the shore in a sloop and went 
alongside tho Charlotte with the 
indemnity. Arriving there it was 
founii that no ladder had been 
put down to permit the courier to 
get on board and he had to clamber to 
the deck of the ship as best he could. It 
was a display of discourtesy to say the 
least. Tne oflicial and the German 
commander then exchanged signatures 
and the latter oflered the courier a glass 
of wine, which was refused. 

" Here the incident ended and the citi- 
zens returned to their bornea. There 
was general dlsaatiafaction over the flag 
of trace when we came away. The more 
bold of tho citizens wanted a fight. _ I 
am not surprised to hear that tho minis- 
try has stepped down and out hiuco we 
left." 

SPANISH OFFICERS KICKING. 

Twenty Generals Come to the Conclusion 
to Protest AE.iinst a Slii;ht by 
President McKinley. 

BiAKitiTz, France, Dec. 15. — Mail ad- 
vicei received Irom Madrid, telegrams 
and telephone messages on this subject 
being forbidden, say the Spanish mil- 
itary journals declare that twenty gen- 
erals have come to an aLM-eement to enter 
a protest against President McKinley'e 
message to congreaa, wtiicli ia consicle red 
insulting to the .Spanish army. It ia 
added that a certain luarslial who was 
asked to co-operate, merely replied that 
he would consider the matter. General 
Weyler answered a similar recjuest, say- 
ing he desired in tho lirst pliice to learn 
the opinion of certain personages, the 
law not allowing military men to send a 
collective petition to the minister for 
war. Politicians are much excited at 
rumors of a manifesto to the country, 
which is said to be in conrae of prepar- 
ation. The press generally ia reticenton 
the subject. The aemi-official Corre- 
Biiondencia d'Espania indirectly admits 
ihe agitation.

THE CLAYOQDOT MINES. 

A Ton From the Iron Cap Sent to Tacoina 
—Good Promise on Other Claims. 

Clayoquot, Dec. S.— (Special)— De- 
velopment ia being rapidly pushed on 
the Iron Cap, a mineral claim held by 
Mr. .lacobson, of the Ulayoi|Uot Trading 
Company. It is situated on the aalt 
water on Disappointment inlet in 
CIayo(]uot sound. Although a small 
ledge, the Iron Cap has at- 
tracted considerable notica in the 
immediate vicinity, on account of its 
ricbnePH, assays runnini; from $45 up to 
•ttiOO. his a small ledge ofcpiartz, about 
a foot wide, very heavily mineralized 
with iron pyrites, copper pyrites, ijuite 
a little bornite, and "a little sylvanite. 
Some samples from the surface have con- 
siderable free gold, due no doubt to the 
more or less perfect oxidizing of the 
other minerala in the quartz. 

Under Mr. Charlea Benson's manage- 
ment a shaft ia beini; sunk on this pro- 
perty, and the Tees takes a ton of rock 
— the first from this district — for the Ta- 
coma smelter, Mr. Jacobson consiilering 
that a smelter test of a ton is better than 
a number of assays, and more profitable. 

Considerable work has been done on 
the "Grey Mare" and " Satonetta " 
claims oa the Bear river with, it is said, 
good resul ts. 

Mr. Bledsoe of Alherni haa negotiated 
for some property on Trout river for a 
Vancouver company, and will, it is be- 
lieved, commence work at once. 

There ia a good deal of honest develop- 
munt being done arouod Deer Creek and 
Kennedy Lake diatricta. 

There are a number of Celestials and 
some white men placer washing on Bear 
river, and rumor proclaims tha^, they 
are making fair wages. The gold is 
fairly coarse, but the boulders are large 
and plentiful, and it seeuia doubtful if 
waahiug will pay there. 

Messrs. L. Jones and Miller are 
jubilant over some late locations near 
Sidney inlet. They speak of a ledge of 
solid copper nearly a hundred feet in 
width, and are about to commence work 
in order to find whether their satisfiic- 
tion is well founded or not. 

T.t is said that an oiler has been made 
by a Seattle party to build a cuatoins 
stamp mill, and concentrating and amal- 
gamating plant in this vicinity, but no 
satisfactory arrangements have yet been 
made.

THE JAPANESE. 

The ileapatchea announce that the 
Japanese government has proteated to 
the government of New South Wales 
against its stibjecta being classed with 
Ohinese in laws respecting immigration. 
OoioNiHT readers will remember that we 
long ago pointed out this iaane as likely 
to becoruG a matter of international im- 
portance and not a mere local affair, aa 
most oi our coatemporaries aud a 
majority of the legislatare appeared to 
think. It will be remembered that 
Lieutenant-Governor Dewdney was 
assailed with the customary violence of 
the oppoBition papers, because he vv'ith- 
beld his assent from the bill prohibiting 
the employmentof Chinese] and Japanese 
upon railways or other public works 
aathorized by the legislation of last 
session. We said at that time that the 
({ueetion involved was one of wide rami- 
iications, and hence that the Lieutenant- 
Governor took the wisest possible course 
in declining to take the responsibility of 
bringing such legislation into efl'ect. Ho 
properly placed it upon the federal gov- 
ernment, which doubtless in its turn 
will consult the Imperial government. 

The position taken by this paper upon 
the question of Oriental exclusion has 
been much miarepreaented. It is not 
lioatile to such legislation, but it desires 
to prevent the passage of laws which 
will be inoperative. It also believes that 
tbe Chinese and Japanese ought not to 
be placed upon the samo footing. In 
t;onsidering anbjecta of thia nature re- 
t^ard must be liail to llio nature of tlie 
British Empire. The relations between 
the Empire and foreign governments 
must always be left for the Imperial 
government to handle, subject, of courEe, 
to consultation with the colonies 
lispecially interested. Tiiua the nejiotia- 
lione reHardiri'^ the aeals are coiulucted 
throuiih the liritisli enibat-ay at Wnali- 
iiiKlon, iilthoii;^h Canada only io inter- 
ested iu ilieir result, !So when it comes 
to tbe restriction ot immigration, while 
Canada would uni]uestionably exercise 
the right to paaa each laws on the aub- 
ji'ct ae it thought beat, the wishes of the 
Iiiipcrial iiullioritiea woiiUl be consulted 
nnil nothing would be done to 
create ombarraasmeut in that (|uarter. 
Tbe right of tbe province to re- 
gulate internal afl'airs is not con- 
tradicted, and it ia not desira- 
ble that it should be reatrii:ted 
in nny way. No one will contend more 
eanieatly for the indeiiendenee of tiie 
local legislatiireH williin their jnriadiction 
than will the Uoi.dnim'. It is easential 
to the existence uf the confederation 
that this should not be encroached upon. 
Bat it is one thing to take this position 
aud quite another to favor the settle 
ment of Imperial questions under the 
j^iiise of sanitary or police rcgulationa. 
It ia clear that if the local legislature 
may say that no CJiiiiainaii or Japaneao 
may engage in any occupation in lintiali 
Columbia, it may alao aay that no per- 
Bonof any other nationality may do so, 
and even that no person born in tbe 
United .Kingdom may do so, and it ia 
obvious that if thia can bo done by the 
euveral colonial legislatures, the whole 
loundation of the colonial system would 
bo swept away. 

Speaking more particularly of the ex- 
clusion of Japanese, it is to be remarked, 
in view of the existing relations between 
Japan and the reat 01 the world and also 
in consideration of the character of 
Japanese i)eople, that it is highly doubt- 
fui if the Imperial government will con- 
sent to any diecrimioating legislation 
acainst them. We dr6w attention at the 
time tbe legislation of last eesBlon was 
pB8sed,to the Buperficlat manner iu which 



the subject was dealt with in the house. 
A bill had been introduced to prohibit 
tbe employment of Ohinese. Someone 
moved an amendment to insert theword 
"Japanese," and the amendmen't was 
carried without a word of debate. Now, 
everyone knows, or ought to know, that 
there is a great dilfereiiee between Cbiu- 
ese and Japanese workmen, tliat while 
the former are given to working for low 
wages and aa a rule are paraimonioua to 
a degree, sending all their savings out of 
the country, the latter live like white 
people and want the same wages as white 
people. It is worthy of remark that 
Japan has in contemplation the exclu- 
sion of Chinese labor for the same rea- 
son that it is proposed to exclude it from 
this country, We concede that the in- 
troduction of Japanese competition in 
the labor market may prove detrimental 
to wliite labor, not so much in the reduc- 
tion of wagoB aa in adding to the number 
of iieople ill aearcli ol work, that 
is, it may have just the same effect that 
tlie immigration of a large number of 
Europeans would have, and that, Japan 
being nearer Canada than pfiirope, there 
may bu more reason to anticipate a larger 
influx of labor from that country than 
from Murope, Ou tlie other liiuul we 
draw attention to the fact that no such 
influx is in progtess nor has there ever 
been one. Japanese corapetition in the 
labor market is largely a myth. Yuttho 
legislature of IBritiah Coliuiibia aweiit 
all these coiiBideratioiiH to the wiada and 
passed an act lorhiddiiig railway cor- 
poratiDns to employ these people. 

Our purpose in reopening the question 
at the present timeia to show how events 
have justified tbe course which the 
CoLo.vrsT recommended last winter, It 
was at the enggostiou of thia paper that 
the auti-Oriiaital eectiou waa loft out of 
the several railway acts and passed in a 
separate measure. We innde this recom- 
mendation because we were convinced 
that Japan would protest to tbe British 
government against such legialation, 
and consequently that there was danger 
oi all the Acts in which such a 
provision occurred, bein^ disallowed. 
The action in the case of Xew South 
Wales shows that we were right in this 
and that posaibly a great deal of the 
work of last aesaion would have bp<'ii 
thrown away if our suggestion had not 
been acted upon, for such representa- 
tions by .Tapan might have led the Gov- 
ernor-General to withheld his assent 
from the bills in which the objectionable 
section was included. We have only to 
add that the whole question of Oriental 
immigration will have to be dealt with 
by the federal parliament and in the 
light which imperial interests cast 
upon it. 

AN LNWORTUY CENSOR. 

The Poat-IntelliKencor omits a large 
and aasorted variety of lauguuge against 
the Coi.o.N'isT because it will not admit 
that Hon. Mesara. Turner and Pooley 
have done anything wrong in accepti/ig 
dlreclurships in a London company. 
We are always thankful for reproof, even 
when we do not deserve it, for it shows 
that our friends take an interest in our 
welfare ; l)ut not unnaturally when any- 
one gives us a curtain lecture on virtue, 
we intjuire a little into tbe qualifications 
of our monitor. In regard to our Seattle 
contemporary as a guide, philosopher 
aad friend in matters of political mor- 
ality, we have a few remarks to make. 
We ahonld lie sorry to think that our 
conceiilions on Piich 1'. subject were in 
liarmony svith those of our contempor- 
ary. It would be difhcult to discover in 
the annals of municipal government any- 
thing more outrageously dishonest tliau 
the adniiniatration of ali'airs in .'^ealtie 
and King county, of which tbe I'oat-fn- 
telligencer waa tbe apologiat and 
defender. The dishonesty disclobed 
was of tbe rankest kind. It 
would not be wholly true to say 
every officer favored by the Post-Intelli- 
gencer waa a defaulter, because wo be- 
lieve that one or two of them proved 
honest to their Iruat.

Ia there a species of 
rascality in public office, from levying 
blackmail upon gamblers and the (Umi 
iiiuiidf to atoaling thouaanda out of tbe 
public treasury, which the politii'al a8.50- 
ciatea of the Poat-Intellitioncer have not 
been giiilty of'.' If there is, wo would 
like to know what it ia. The political 
proteges of that paper have used public 
funds to pay for every conceivable aljom- 
inatiou, have treated the money ol the 
taxpayers as though it were their pri- 
vate property and have laughed at the 
))ublic when told that they must dis- 
gorge. 

And this is tbe paper that undertakes 
to read the Coi<oniht a lecture ujion 
political ethics. When we want advice 
upon such a matter wo will seek it from 
sorao other source, Bat why this attack 
upon the Coi.o.vihtV The explanation ia 
simple. The Coi.o.Nisr has exposed the 
falaeliooda of the I'ost-riitcUigencer In 
regard to Victoria, the Y'ukon and the 
sealing question. It cannot meet na 
with argnment, therefore it resorts to 
BillingBgate. The Colonist knowa the 
Poat-Intelligencer^nd the people, whom 



it addreases, well enough to feel certain 
that such tactics will only have the 
effect of creating a conviction in tlie 
minds of its readers that it ia wholly in 
the wrong in the views it has expressed 
and which it is now unable to defend. 



Vic rour.v ought to feel proud. Its mer- 
chants have made an fil'ort to secure a 
fair abare of tbe Yukon trade. To meet 
it the raerchaniB of San Francisco, Port- 
land, Tacoma, Seattle and we do not 
know how many other places, have asked 
tlie congress of the United States 
to join in the figlit on their be- 
half. They could not pay our city ti higher 
compliment, and at the same time they 
could not more clearly show up the 
meagreneaa of their own case. They 
have been telling everyone that they 
could pay the Canadian duties and yet 
undersell Victoria nierchanta; that Vic- 
toria merclianta sold more Uuited States 
goods than anything else; tliat there 
wore really no duties to bo paid for the 
temporary exemption, iu fact, covered 
everything of value, and the whole 
question of Canadian customs was only 
a bugbear anyway. The Seattle 
Chamber of Coiiinierce used thia very 
exi)reeeion, and yet that eanio chamber 
ia foremost iu the demand that the aub- 
port of Dyea shall be closed. May wo 
ask why they should want tlio port 
closed if they cau beat ua in our own 
lield? They need the presence of a 
cuatoniH houf establishment tliore quite 
as much as \'ictoria merchants do. They 
will bo iuconvcnienced just as much as 
wo will by the closing of the port. Why 
then do they clamor for it? Tbe answer 
is that they know that they have no 
case, and their only hope lies in creat 
ing a false impression as to the eQ'ect of 
closing Dyea aa a sub-port. They want 
it closed for advertising purposes 
Meau\vliila their agitation is do 
ing Victoria good ; for the 
public will see that our competition 
must be a very serioua matter, when it 
is necessary to resort to such metbode to 
meet it.

THE GERMAN IN CPINA. 

Reported Understandlns Between Germany 
and Russia as to Appropriation 
of Chinese Seaports. 

The position and intentions of Ger- 
many in the Orient furniahea food for 
much speculation in the .lapanese presa 
— and, in fact, practically monopolized 
tlie attention of .lapanese journaliatn 
when the juat arrived lOmpreaa of India 
sailed fromlYokohama. That the matter 
is a seriona one ia gathered from some ol 
the statements upon which press argu- 
ment is based, one of these published 
authoritively by tfie Asahi being to the 
eflect that Russia has accedetl to the 
German occupation of Kiao-Uhow on 
the underatanding tliat Germany refrain 
from any interference with Rueaian 
plans for Korean dominion. It 
is further aaaerted in the same 
paper that Russia will before Jan- 
uary 1 occupy Port Arthur, while Ger- 
many will at the same time take posses- 
sion of an important atrategetic poaition 
on Fokien coast. The Jiji Shinbnn, re- 
garded as the mouthpiece of Japanese 
opinion, says : "Although the occupa- 
tion of Kiao Chow by the Germane is 
ostensibly explained as a step towards 
securing compensation for the murder of 
three German miationaries, it is 
known everywhere in the settlo- 
monta that there is other reason 
for so peremptory action. Germany lias 
lone been anxious to obtain a settlement 
in the vicinity of Amoy, but lier former 
ellbrt in this direction did not prove aiic- 
ceaaful. It waa thus, when Germany 
naturally irritated at this failure, waa 
looking for a chance to forward her 
plans that tiie two misaiouaries were 
murdered by the Chinese mob. This 
gave the desired excuse to the German 
government. Accordingly the occupa- 
tion; of Kiao Chow was at once under, 
taken aimply with the object of estab- 
lishing a foothold in northern China. 
It is taken aa significant that as Kiao- 
Chow ia a place already granted to 
UuHaia by the Cliineao government f"r a 
coal depot, Germany would never have 
taken the step adopted without a thor- 
ough understanding. 



Two Italian explorers and noted travel- 
lers — Felix Seghczza of Genoa and Dr. 
D. 11. d(f Simone uf Naples — arrived in 
Victoria a tevf days ago en route to the 
unexplored regions north of the Peace 
river. They expect to leave on Sunday, 
and will take the route from Ashcroft 
north to Quesnelle by wagon road, and 
then by 'rail along the Fraser to Fort 
George. They will then proceed to Fort 
McLeod,and at; the junetion of the Peace 
and Finlay rivers will strike out into the 
unexplored territory, A year's ino- 
viBiona will bo taken by the explorera, 
and they are also carrying witli them 
inatrunionts for surveying and niapjiing 
out the countrj'. 

Mr. Seghez/.a is a globe trotter and 
has penetrated the wilds of both Central 
Africa and Australia. He says that 
British Columbia and the Northwest 
Territories are the only countries he has 
not travelled in, and he thinks that the 
viait of the party to the north may be 
productive of much good in the way of 
making known by means of maps, charts 
and correspoi'deiice the nature of thia 
unknown diatrict. Appliances for jiroa- 
pecting will also be carried, and both 
travellera feel confident of making 
" strikes " before they return. To a 
Coi.o.NisT reporter Mr. Seghez/.a yester- 
day Baitl : 

" Dr. de Simone and myself will make 
the trip alone with the exception of a 
hired man. The country we are going 
to has been penetrated only by a few 
Indian hunters. It is our intention to 
make if poaaible a detailed and reliable 
map of the country and wo will also 
combine practical exploring with a 
scientific study of the geographical, the 
floral and general condition of the 
country. 

We will most assuredly look lor 
gold," said Mr. Seghezza,in answer to a 
(juery. " It ia well known that the gokl 
belt in the Kocky mouiitaina noes from 
north to soutti along the weatern slope, 
and it is not unreasonable to believe 
that the unexplored region between the 
Oniineca district and the Klondyke is 
also full of gold. After making a scien- 
tific geological study along thia line for 
some months, I am convinced that the 
unexplored territory will prove to be the 
coming gold country." 

Dr. de Simone, who waa a lieutenant 
ill the Twenty-fourth regiment of in- 
fantry of the Italian army, has been 
travelling continuously for three years. 
Both he and liis companion traveller are 
men of wealtli and high family connection 
KelixSeghezxa ia in correspondence with 
Brofeesor George M. Dawson, of the 
Dominion government, and has received 
much valuable assistance in the Shape of 
iiiapa and charta from him. The noted 
scientist is taking great interest in the 
perilous undertaking of the foreign 
travellers, and as often as they can tlio 
latter will comniunicato to him the re- 
sult of their explorations. Wfiile the 
travellera will do most of their outfitting 
in Victoria, they were unfortunate in 
being induced to buy many tilings neces- 
sary for their journey in San I' raiu'iaco. 

" We were told," aaid Mr. Seghezza, 
" that we could get goods cheaper in San 
Francisco than here, and that we would 
not have to pay any duty at this port. 
We find, however, that in addition to 
paying a heavy duty we have actually 
paid more for the goods than we would 
have here, I think we have been badly 
impoaed on, as I don't think they un- 
derstand outfitting in San Francisco for 
the country we are about to explore." 

The doga and horses neceaaary for the 
trip will be obtained at Aahcroftif possi- 
• ile. The outcome of the journey will bo 
eagerly awaited.

October last swept over the Philippine 
Inlands and blotted out of existence a 
number of entire towns and villages. 
One of theae, Hernani, in Samar iire- 
fecture, has according to letters by the 
juat arrived Empreaa of India dis- 
appeared entirely, taking to oblivion the 
entire population of more than six 
thoueand souls. In Leyte and Samar 
provinces practically no buildinga ol 
any importance escaped demolition, 
while I'oio, Tauuan, Tolosa, Dulag, 
Abuyog, Yhing Yiang, S. Miguel, Cari- 
gara, Boranen, Dagami, Taboutabou, 
Barugo and Pastrana have been com- 
pletely desolated by the hurricane and 
the acconipanyinu tidal wave. No 
attemjit has been made to estimate the 
reeultant fatality along the coast, 
but it will certainly exceed ten 
thousand. In Tucloban, the capital 
of Leyte, i2>S corpses were found 
among the debris of the tempest 
all exhibiting unmistakable signs of vio- 
lent death. It is computed that twice 
aa many more in the same city were lost 
in the tidal wave, and all who eurvived 
the dual calamity are homeless — wander- 
ing among the wreckage, starving and 
eearching in dull despair for loved ones 
among the dead. The atronitefit build- 
ings in tbo town — the governor's houeo, 
public oHices, police barrackf, etc., — 
were all totally wrecked. At Panalaron 
where the deatruction waa perhaps 
greateat, the tidal wave siuijily 
engulfed the town and not a 
building remains. Go downa, mer- 
chants' houses, government quarters 
— everythig baa been swept away, 
and uuleaa help eoniea from the neigh- 
boring islands immediately, thousands 
of people who have escaped the storm 
must poriah of exhauationaad exposure. 
The latest otU:;ial report, and it Is but a 
l>reliminary bulletin, stateB that be- 
tween five hundred and six hundred 
bodiea have been recovered and interred 
at Penalaron, A new island has since 
the typhoon appeared oil" the Leyte 
coaat, while the steamer /IColua and tlie 
sailing ships Julia and Pasig have been 
wrecked with all hands.

Washington, Dec. 15. — The national 
board of trade met here to-day, ex 
Governor Stanard, of St. Louis, preaid- 
in the absence of Mr, Frederick 
I'Valey, ol Philadelphia. The executive 
committee made its annual report, 
which waa adopted without a dissenting 
vote. On the subject of the currency, 
the report saya : 

"Poaaibly there liaB been no subject 
which is etill of much importance as 
that ol the currency. While the great 
uprising in favor of sound money in 
181)0 was not without its eifect, there ia 
still much to be deaired in the way of a 
lermanent prosperity, which condition 
s mainly due to the fact that the future 
of our monetary system is largely in 
doubt. Over-confidence as to the con- 
tinued influence of the good eflect of the 
defeat of free silver at the last election 
is a serious mistake. A spirit of unrest, 
of diseatibfaction still exists among 
workingmen and farmers and there is 
no evidence that among such any great 
conversion from the free silver doctrine 
has taken place anywhere in the 
country. 

'"Free silver waa but a foVm and 
natural aequenco of the greenback 
heresy, so now the tendency is toward a 
liat money, rather than a silver fallacy, 
but in whatever form it shows itself it 
has become a theory of pufilic policy and 
a couapicuona tenet ir. th^ :!oclino of a 
national political party. Persistent edu- 
cation ia the only remedy, for which pub- 
lic objeirt sound monej' organi/.al ions 
have been continued and a national one 
formed, though without very much 
popular interest or Bui)port. In the ab- 
eenco of careful attention, unless l)v 
'>nie very unexpected contingency we 
t! '1 have an unpreceileiUed degree of 
II. lonal prosperity at the time of the 
next ueneral and presidential eleolions, 
we may expect to aee fiat money the is- 
aue of the campaign." 

OiNTAKlO FINANCKS. 

The Opposition Organ Says Treasurer 
Harcourt's System o( Calculation 
Is a Fraud, 

Toronto, Dets. 15. — (Special.)— Pro- 
vincial Treasurer Harcourt yesterday 
presented the annual financial statement 
to the house. Owing to the session being 
early the statement covers only ten 
tnonths actually. Ho announced a sur- 
plUB on the year's operations of half a 
iiiiilion dollars. The I\lail criticises Mr. 
Harcourt's budget speech and declares 
that the calculation by which it arrives 
at a surplus is a fraud, and ao ia the 
entire budget system. If the manager 
of any bank, saya the Mail, made up 
his accounts in the same deceptive man- 
ner and the bank failed, the manager 
and directors would one and all bo liable 
to imprisonment. The Mail says Mr. 
Harcourt deliberately falsified the 
figures with reference to the debt be- 
cause for years past the province has 
borrowed money which it has to pay 
back in annual instalments which are 
not recognized as a present liability. 
Finally the Mail aays tlie Hardy govern- 
ment has irot itway with a cash aurplus 
of If •<,.'!',)•!, 5;! 1 inherited by the Macdonald 
government, and has incurred a debt of 
•t5,01i),!)ll, so that the province is now 
*9,Mi,000 to tlio bad. The next four 
vears, apparently, will bo no better, as 
Irom Mr. Ilarcourt'a calculations, ho ex- 
pects a deficit of !f;i89,531, which ho will 
meet by fioating a lot of new debta not 
to be counted.

There they reniainud while the gale con- 
tinued, as Marmot itch iind the Indians 
pronounced it, the worst in fourteen 
years. 

All Friday and I'Viday ninht it blew a 
hurricane, the tempest ali.iiiiiy; only (jn 
the Saturday morning when the sea went 
down as suddenly as it bad risen. 



THE CLEVELAND LOOTED. 

Indians Speedily Take Possession of the 
Wreck, Rob It of All Things Movable 
and Drink Themselves Incapable. 

Karly on Sunday moraine Rev, Mr. 
Swartout broujiht word that the ship 
herself was in His;ht, twelve miles to the 
nortli of Cape Be:do, in liarclay Soiiinl. 
Tlie captain had before this miulu a lliu- 
roui:li Bciuch of Shfltor iahuid in Uie 
liojie that 80II10 of the boats mifi;ht have 
landed there. On Rev. Mr. Ssvartoiit-'H 
report, he iniuietliiitely toolc the boat 
and Bturted lor tliu ship which waa 
boarded without dillicully. 

And what a eitibt she presented ! .She 
was Htaniiiiiti in toleral)ly fair cumlition 
it waa true, thoiigli witli her liulils llllcd 
with water. Already the craft lookeil 
like a forsaken waif of tlie sea — and 
everywhere were sigua of the Indians 
having made the utmost of their oppor- 
tunities. 

The vessel had in faut been ransacked 
from stem to stern, and in the abort time 
at their disposal the ]}redatory Sinraabefi 
had removed everything portable, even 
to the ship furniture and fixtures, all 
the instraments and navigation boolcs, 
together with the personal effects of offi- 
cers, passeii^era and crew. 

Next they luni f;iveu altentiou to the 
cargo, at least one hundred tona of 
which is roughly estimated to 
havo been carried away. More 
would no doubt have gone had not 
the Indiana at this juncture struck 
the whiskey to which they proceeded to 
yive undivided attention. The cased 
goods were immediately appropriated 
and then the store of bulk liquor was 
tapped, and auch of the general cargo as 
could not be removed scattered about 
the deck. 

Nor were the Indians content with 
robbery. On two occasions during Sun- 
day night the wrecked ship was dia- 
covered in flames, which were ex- 
tinguished by Oaptain Hall and bis men, 
and all the evidence points to the In- 
dians as the incendiaries, their object 
probably being to destroy the sure signs 
of their looting. 

Seeing the condition of afi'aira aboard 
ship. Captain hall decided todespatch the 
puraer for assistance, in the com- 
pany of two Indian volunteers from 
Cape Bealo. These men it aoon 
proved had been among those profiting 
by the Cleveland's misfortune, for so un- 
steady were they that they had but 
fairly started on their e.x:pedition when 
they upset the boat and precipitated all 
its occupants into the water. 

After a two hours' fight they succeed- 
ed in getting ashore and righting the 
boat. She waa then cleared of water, 
and bi\ck went the little party to the In- 
dian camp, Whitbeck deciding that 
nothing could be gained by trusting to 
the incapable Indiana. 

The next morning a second start was 
made for Alberni — fifty miles away — two 
seamen, Mr. Margotitch and his son 
accompanying tlie inirscr. There Whit- 
beck saw the ofliciala and learned to his 
dieniay that the telegraph wire waa 
not working nor likel}^ soon to be. In 
view of this he determined to puah on 
himself to Victoria.

I'urser Whitbeck Arrives in Victoria to 
Obtain the Quadra and Carry Aid to 
His Dibtressed Companions. 

Ai'lidn followed on the heels of this 
decision and al lliree the p<ureer started 
on his ride tbroiigli the forest, stopping 
only for change of liorses until Nanainio 
was reached at.'iilT) yesterday morning. 
At eight he caught the train for Victoria. 

l)etwe(in the (3oal City and here, at 
CheniainuH station. Captain James 
Gaudin boarded tlie train, all ignorant 
of the fact timt he could not have been 
where more urgently rtciaired. Puraer 
Whitbeck lost no time m making him 
acquainted with the facts of the situa- 
tion, with the result that at the 
next station, 'iincaii, the follow- 
ing nieasaire i sent bacK to 
("aplain Walbran, coi.i.niuiding the I). 
Cj .S. Quadra, at am^hor in Clieiiiniiiii3 : 

"Return to Victoria iniinediately. 
Cleveland wrc^cked in liarchty h^ouiid. 
liet cual at Departure Bay if iieceoiiary. 
Fi.Y at once." 

Acting upon this mandate, the (.Quadra 
came homo last night, and I'urser Whit- 
beck with Captain Caudin in person 
returns with lior to the wreck. The 
Cleveland, when Whitbeck left her, waa 
swiiigiiiL' on a rocky beach in a compar- 
atively sheltered cove. Her upper works 
looked all right save where she had 
struck her quarter in passing over some 
reef where she met the current that 
carried her into Barclay Sound. Her 
bottom ia, however, so badly ground 
up that there is little hope of her ever 
floating again. 

.Suporintendenl IliiBsoy.of the provin- 
(!ial ])olico, took immediate action wlien 
the looting of the Cleveland was reimrted 
to him, in ordering an arresting poaso to 
tlii ;;ciMie immediately. The Firemens 
Fund liiHinanco Co. aleo gave instruc- 
tions to the Willaiia, leaving on her re- 
gular West Coast trip, to vieil the 
W'recked etuaniBhip and luniove the re 
niainder of the lii|Uor and other parts of 
the cargo not yet ni)propriated 
by the Indiana. Indian Agent 
Guillod, of Alberni— with Constable 
Gox and one special — is now 
on the scene, having been deupatched 
from Alberni as soon as Puraer Whit- 
beck left there. Captain Walbrau, of 
the Quadra, himself holds a magiatrate's 
coiiimisBiou, and he will no doubt give 
the oH'ending Indians a preliminary 
hearing na soon as the police bring them 
on board ship. The Quadra will also

Vesta, and have a look for the missing 
Pelican before returning to port. Unit- 
ed States Consul Smith accompanies her 
on the expedition. Captain Hall, by the 
owner's request stands by the wreck 
until the last veetige of the ship or the 
last ton of cargo di^appearB.

Be Remembered. 

The eteamer Cleveland, although she 
has been operated for years along the 
Pacific coast, will be remembered longest 
and best as one of the Klondyke treasure 
lleet of 1S117, True she did not have ttie 
honor of bringing down much of the 
gold ihi'.t has come out of the Yukon 
tlnriiig her Hnuiiner service hntween St. 
.Micliael's iind I'nget hound — but she 
lirougbt tier conlribntion, and that ie 
enough to keeiiher memory Kreen. 

She was an iron veeael of 7S0 
tons register, and for the lirst 
period of her career saw service 
under the Hawaiian flag in tlm 
inter-islaud traJe, running out of 
Honolulu and making that city her 
home port. Ijatur she was piircliaaed 
by Oharlea Nelson, of San Francisco, 
and made several trips as a coal carrier 
between the Vancouver Island mines 
and San Francisco, on one occasion 
meeting with a slight mishap on Trial 
iaLind. Then came her summer period 
of service between the Yukon moutli 
and Paget Sound — and last of all she 
WH.i enuaiietl by Mr. Kruse, of 
the May City to give battle for California 
and I'liget Sound IniFinesa to the P. C. iV 
S. S. Co.'h liner, leaving San Frrnciacu 
on this sjrvice on the -llii instant. 

On the (lib, lier shaft was disabled, 
and the long drift to the fatal rocks c.oni- 
ni(!iH'ed. Tlie tide now ebbs and Hows 
through her opened seams, and it is a 
question not of weeks, but of days aji- 
parently, when alio will go down be- 
neath the wavea she eo long has ridden 
upon.

They 
aJl recoRnizo the fact that luoHt pooplo 
fear, or soiuethin;; akin to t'ca'-, what 
tiiey beliiivu to be tlio ooeiivreiice of ku- 
peruatural ■pliouomeua. There is here, 
therefore, u piece of gronnd which luny 
bo explored without any boRKiuR of the 
quefilioii as rn whether thn fear is caused 
by real j^hosts or tiy triekery, by rats 
and water pipes or by fieuuine Kiii'ipses 
of the .iienpJo of another world. Otw 
would lilce to know whether Ihefear 
felt is akin to that experiuuceil when u 
man is friRhteued by u runaway horse 
or a firo or tiuy other iimuiuDut risk of 
liff', or whether it is soiiiet iiiiig diU'cr- 
eut in kind.

The Trouble Comes to Court and tlie 
Congregation Take Sides 
Upon It. 



The identity of the three- maated 
schooner sighted on the rocks near Oar- 
manah by the ofHcera of tho R. M. S. 
Empreaa on Tuesday evening hecame 
known last evening, when news vfaa re- 
ceived by wire that the. vessel was the 
schooner Vesta from Huenema^ Cal,, 
for Port Blakely. The unfortunate vea- 
ael waa in ballast and wont aahoro at 
■I '.oO a.m. Friday, the 10th inat., 9 inilca 
west of Carmanah — this being just about 
the time that the Cleveland met her doom. 
The full particulars of the mishap were 
not received at a late hour last evening, 
but it waa learned that the vessel ia a 
total loss and that there ia a large 
amount of valuable property on board 
which may poeaibly be saved. No lives 
were lost, aa the schooner ran up eo 
high on the rock that her main mast waa 
rammed into the branches of the treea. 
Fortunately, ahortly after the accident 
the wind moderated and the vessel waa 
in no fear of sudden demolition. 

The cajjtain, mate and six of the crow 
made for the lighthouse, and after re.ich- 
inj^ it Bet out for Victoria in a whale 
boat. The latest intelligence received 
waa to the efl'eot that a strong head wind 
was springing up, and that asaistanco 
should be sent at once if anything was 
to be saved. It ie expected however 
that liefore this the uecoaaary help has 
reached the wreck. Seattle was wired 
early yeaterday morning' with theieeult 
that a tug was soon on its way to the 
scene of the diaaater with all the neces- 
sary appliances for if poasible, saving the 
schooner, or at least taking oh' some 
of the property before shfi goes 
to pieces. I'arties interested in the 
barkentiue Wreatler, overdue at this 
port, became very anxious yesterday and 
were greatly relieved when the identity 
of tlie wrecked vessel became known. 
The Veata is an American three-masted 
schooner and very little is known about 
her in this ))ort.

The steamer Willapa, Captain Foot, 
sailed last niuht for Kyuquot and Weat- 
ern coast ports, carrying a number of 
paaeeni-'crH and several captains of seal- 
ing Bchoonera who are going down the 
coaat to arrange for crews for tlie coming 
aeaeon. Uaptaina iSIcLoan and Sieward 
are among the latter. Captain Foot will 
bo on the lookout for the recent wrecks, 
the ateamer Cleveland and sclioo 
Vests, and will lend aaeiatance in ca'ie 01 
emergency.
